The enquirer may find himself one evening among members 
at a Guest-night. We invite any stranger to our movement to make himself thus at home 
in the course of the next few pages. If he cares to read not only the lines but 89 
them, he will begin, we hope, to see what are the aims, the methods and the spirit of Toc H— 


GUEST-NIGHT 


OHN ARMSTRONG was “fed up.’ Not a sight of a job since he landed. 

with a few pounds in his pocket, four months ago; not a word of encourage- 
ment from anyone since he started, four days since, to tramp South in his vain 
search. A discerning eye—if one such had bothered about him—would have pene- 
trated his disguise of faded sports jacket and baggy flannel trousers: his was the 
inconspicuous, unregistered suffering of the ' black-coated ' unemployed. 


As he entered the little town the wind had mercifully dropped and the April 
rain, which had soaked him through and left him half dry by turns all day long, 
had ceased. In the middle of the old stone bridge over the river he stopped and, 
leaning his elbows on the parapet, watched first, with a keen $tab of pleasure, the 
pageant of ragged clouds which raced across the sunsct sky, and then—with quite 
another fecling—the eddying brown water beneath him. Should he? He shook 
his head with a grin—‘‘ No good, my lad, when you're a strong swimmer.” Perhaps 
he could find a room for the night, with a gas-tap. He dismissed this alternative 


with a frown—a woman's trick, he told himself disdainfully. Keep moving— 
| that's the best thing at the moment. So he passed on, up the narrow High Street, 
: crowded with its leisurely busy folk. A minute later the glowing sunsct was veiled 


in inky cloud and the next rainstorm came sheeting down. Cursing half-humorously 
to himself, John Armstrong stepped into the free shelter offered by the entrance 
of a milliner's shop. 


A moment or two later the shop door opened and a young man stepped briskly 
out. He was carrying an iron gate which he began at once to fit to its. hinges at 
the street entrance. “ Time, gentlemen, please,” he said gaily to John. “Sorry to 
disturb you, sir: we're closing." “Right-ho,” said John—and then he suddenly 
felt light-headed and his legs seemed absurdly far off; he leant hard against the 
plate-glass window to steady himself. “ Hallo! what's up? ” he heard the shop- 
assistant's voice saying, miles away. “All right” (his own voice also sounded 
queerly), “No grub . . . all right in a minute.” 


It all seemed to happen so easily. He heard the iron gate clang, he felt an arm 
supporting his own . . . and he found himself sitting in a deep armchair in 
front of a cheerful fire. There was a remarkable smell of buttered toast and bacon; 
he caught a glimpse of a woman's apron flitting past a table; he looked up into 
the face of the shop-assistant and heard him saying “Can you manage the stairs 
now? My togs’ll fit you just right, I guess. And supper will be ready as soon as 
you are." John Armstrong had suffered too many turns of fortune to be surprised 
by this one, and he was too grateful to make any comment yet. He gave himself

warmed, he was sitting opposite two smiling faces, already growing familiar, at a 
table spread with the best meal of his life. “John Armstrong, you said? My wife 
一 John Armstrong. My name's Black, Bill Black. Help yourself." Thus began 
supper and a friendship. Halt an hour later Bill Black rose from the table and 
began to rummage among papers on the piano. He collected a handful, kissed 
Mrs. Bill and opened the door. “ Back about ten-ish,” he said to John, “ Tuesday, 
you know 一 our Guestnight. I don't suppose you'd care—.” “Im with you,” 
said John Armstrong. They left the house together.

A dark yard, paved with slippery cobbles, a steep wooden staircase—and then a 
burst of light and singing as the door opened into a long low room. It might 
once have been a warehouse or the loft over a livery-stable: now its walls were 
whitewashed and gay with pictures and comic legends, its floor covered with neat 
matting, the beams of its open roof wreathed in tobacco smoke which eddied 
upward in the bright light. There must have been fifty men there, of all sorts and 
sizes, talking, laughing, clattering coffee-cups. Once inside the door, Bill handed 
John over to the first man they met—* Jim, this is Mr. Armstrong, my guest 一 
and was himself at once immersed in business among a group in the corner of the 
room. As the livelv company drifted here and there, John was introduced to one 
man after another, always with the same easy courtesy, as "Bill's guest.” 


“An old friend of Bill's? " queried one. 
* About two hours old,” said John, smiling. 


“O well then, you can guess the sort of chap he is—the best Secretary we've 
ever had." 


Further talk was drowned by that outlandish song On Ilkla Moor, bar t'at. And 
then someone banged on a table. Instantly the room was silent; every man had 
turned to face the fireplace, so that a rough semi-circle was formed in front of it, 
and no one moved hand or foot. John just had time to take in the figure of the 
fine grey-haired man who faced them all with a lighted taper in his hand and to 
catch his neighbour's whisper “That's the Doc.", when, on the sharp word 
“Light! ", the electric light over his head was suddenly snapped out. But they 
were not standing in darkness. The Doc. had turned aside to light a bronze 
Lamp upon the mantelpiece. Its tiny golden glow shone on the faces of those 
nearest to it and John saw them not blank like the faces of men on parade 
but alive with some active purpose. The ranks of those behind were hidden in 
darkness and the walls of the room had vanished in deep shadow: the place might 
have been of limitless immensity and these men the foremost of an innumerable 
company.

There was a loud, clear, response from fifty men's voices— We will remember 
them." And then utter silence. “Remember them "—whom? john wondered. 
And then he found them, without surprise, Standing beside him in the darkness— 
Froggy, his best friend in the Battery, killed, with a joke hal£spoken on his lips, 
at St. Julien; Harry Pike, coming out of his fever in a Spanish hospital to say 
“So long, old lad," before he passed over; his mother who had gone while he was 
Still overseas last summer. There was nothing morbid in this fancy of his—was it 
fancy? The Elder Brethren! And then a tag out of The Blue Bird came into his 
head—“ There is no death." He was brought back to the present by morc spoken 
words :一 


Let your light so shine before men, that they may sec your good works— 
And with all the rest he found himself finishing the sentence aloud :一 


And glorify our Father which is in Heaven. 


A pause of silence (for which John was grateful); the Lamp was extinguished, 
the lights switched on, and the hubbub of talk brokc out again as the company 
sat down—half of them on the floor. The Doc. got his pipe well lighted and then 
opened the business: " The Secretary," he said. Bill Black stood up with his sheaf 
of papers. “First,” he said, “there's a postcard from West Africa, from Tubby” 
(a burst of applause). "He's got several new Groups going and found a fine unit 
at Accra already. He's on his way home, and hc promises to come to sec us here 
in June.” The applause became furious. Under cover of it John asked his neigh- 
bour “ Who's Tubby? ” ‘ Padre Clayton,” the man answered, a little surprised. “ He 
founded the show in Poperinghe in 1915.” A light broke on John's mind. “Not 
Talbot House? Well, I'm jiggered. I was there in "18 one night, and I—.” But 
Bill was going on from one paper to another—‘‘a District Guest-night on Wednes- 
day week, roll up, you chaps, and bring your friends" . . . "thc following subs. 
overdue—shall 1 read the list? " (he was drowned at oncc by groans from the 
company) “ well, anyway, the accused will sec me before they leave to-night” 
“two letters from overseas units—Canada and Germany—I'll pin them up on the 
board" . . . “and Pve got one guest tonight, an old friend, John Armstrong.” 
Shouts of “Up! up!”: John found himself on his feet. “I met your Secretary 
at 6 o'clock to-night for the first time in my life," he began, “but I seem to 
have known you all for years. You don't know مھ‎ so I'll explain. John Arm- 
strong, once Captain R.F.A., slept on the floor at Talbot House on a murky night 
in '18” (applause) “ Electrical engineer, went out to Mexico after the War, made 
money, lost nearly every cent. when our works were shot up one finc day; landed 
at Liverpool four months ago to look for a job. I’ve been out of things, you see, 
and have never struck this show of yours before. And here 1 am, right inside, 
if you'll have me. It's like Alice in Wonderland to me—no, it isn’t, it’s just like 
home, for the first time since 1914.” He sat down, amid cheers; his neighbour 
shook hands with him, someone touched him on the shoulder from behind, Bill 
Black nodded across the room and smiled. 


“ Jobmaster! " said the Doc. A tall youngster ( Eton and Trinity," hazarded 
John to himself) stood up at the back of the room and referred to some notes on a 
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slip of paper. “The Boys’ Club Easter Camp,” he began, “two more officers 
wanted for thc fatigue party the day before. And—Oh, I nearly forgot—some 
member has got to find us a wife who can cook " (An interrupter: “ Haste to the 
wedding yoursclf, Duffy, and bring yours.” General laughter). “ Hospital Library 
rota next wcek—jim Flower, The Coloncl, Leslie Ford and Lofty. . . Anyone 
with a car who can take a disabled man out on Sunday mornings, come and sce 
me afterwards . . . The boy who wanted tutoring for Matric. is fixed up; Walter's 
doing it . . . And here's a nice note from the Town Clerk about the job at the 
Good Companions Club; he wants us to help the unemployed men to extend their 
workshops to the shed at the back as well; the special team will meet in my digs 
on the way home to make arrangements.” 


The next name the Doc. called was “Harry!” A stout, middle-aged man stood 
up; John was a little taken aback to sec that he was blind. “Six probationers this 
month," he began, “all promising infants; they will bring the average age of the 
Group down with a bump, thank goodness. We old birds— ” (the rest was drowned 
in comic protests from many quarters). “Well, anyway, wc'vc got enough 
members for two teams now. We are well dug in here and we simply mustn't get 
too comfortable. So let's have a * grope’ going on the South Side before the summer 
comcs. I’ve picked the leaders in my own mind and spoken to them privately; 
seven of the most experienced blokes here are ready to be torn up by the roots for 
the new job. We'll discuss details together at the Family Night next week ” ( hear, 
hear, on all sides). . . “Then there's the Training Week-end at The Glen. I've. 
only got vacancies left for two more men now; will any two members who think they 
know all about Toc H, report to me—and we'll show them that they have hardly 


begun to learn yet” (laughter). “That's our Pilot," whispered John's neighbour. 


"Private Business’ was over. It had passed quickly—not a wasted word by the 
ofhcers and every member on the alert to pick up the points—and John was 
fascinated. By contrast with the wretched uncertainty, the growing anxiety, the 
twilight friendlessness of his life since he had landed at Liverpool on Christmas 
Eve, this was the full, warm tide of living again. He felt this, with a rush of 
gratitude at heart, but he did not have time to reflect upon it. For the Doc. was 
on his feet at the table. “Now for the guest of the evening,” he said. “We have 
had a big disappoinment—the Prison Governor, who was to have told us about 
his job and where we could lend a hand perhaps, can't be with us; he was bowled 
over by “flu last night. But we have had a stroke of good luck, too. I am going 
to spring a colleague on you, an overseas member of Toc H.” A big, bronzed man 
threaded his way through the seated members to the table. “This is the rent I 
pay for my room at the Doc’s. to-night,” he said, smiling. “I’m no speaker—just 
a rolling-stone. I don’t belong to any Branch, but am a member, I hope, of Toc H 
The World. A good deal of my time for years has been spent as a ship’s doctor, 
and I’ve shot things in all sorts of up-countrics, and seen a close-up of Death in a 
dozen odd forms. I've touched on a good many of the thousand units of Toc H 
in this country and that—and I know what it means to many folk besides yourselves. 
It means the same, under very different conditions, to us all. It means a fellowship 
among men of astounding varicty, where there is a respect of persons which doesn’t 
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ANNUAL REPORT 


THE Third Annual Report of Toc H, published ten years ago this month, was 
1 prefaced with the remark that in the period under review “Toc H had little 
history." The Report continued with various Statements such as these: “ It nearly 
came to a standstill for want of funds: The Lamp of Maintenance was chosen as 
the symbol of “Toc H, and the Lamps were first lit: The Padre was appointed Vicar 
of Al Hallows, Barking-by-the-Tower: Mark IV, Manchester, was opened: Mark V, 
Southampton, was given: The Petition for the Royal Charter was drafted, submitted 
and granted: The Padre's Canadian tour proved, if proof were needed, the 
impossibility of confining Toc H within the limits of these islands.” 


These seem to include more than a "little history " and the qualifying opinion 
of 1923 that "if little seemed to happen, much was done" may apply as truly 
ten years hence to the twelve months ending March 31, 1933. The historian will 
be the better judge. In any event a complete record of the translation of men's 
visions into a large and growing movement is not to bc traced in a series of Annual 
Reports. The fact remains that some record is attempted in order to comply with 
that Bye-law in the Schedule to the Royal Charter of Toc H which requires the 
Central Executive to lay before the Annual Meeting of the Central Council “ a report 
of the Sate and condition of the Association and the progress of its work.” 


“The State.” Progress cannot be truly indicated by mere figures, but there has 
been a Steady increase in numerical Strength. The total number of Branches and 
Groups at the time of going to press is 1,157, made up of 829 units in the British 
Isles and 328 overscas. Of these, 302 and 79 respectively are Branches. During the 
twelve months since April, 1932, this represents a net increase of 123 units at home 
and 33 overseas. 


The Overseas Fund. At an adjourned meeting held on May 21, the Central 
Council passed a resolution urging the Executive: 


“To endeavour to raise from new sources, without making a general public appeal, 
a fund to be applied in any of the following ways: (1.) in Subsidies or ‘Grants in aid’ 
to Arcas of Toc H overseas to assist them in maintaining whole-time Staff approved 
by the Central Executive or in the direct payment of such staff for a limited time; 
(ii.) on the Salaries of men employed, or proposed to be employed on Toc H work 
overseas, while under training in this country, and on their travelling and other 
expenses.” 


The Council also recorded : 


* [ts conviction that, at least in the case of the larger Areas overseas, the need 
cannot adequately be met unless two whole-time men, one a padre and one a layman, 
are appointed." 


The Overseas Fund was Started at the Council Meeting by a gift from the Founder- 
Padre. Many similar self-sacrificing gifts could be recorded. That the resolution 
was not mercly ‘ pious’ is shown by the brief record of action so far taken and hopes 
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yet to be achieved. The progress is not, and will not, all be due to the provision of a 
fund, but the membership at home has grown more conscious that the responsibility 


of meeting the present needs overseas is a rnatter not only of generosity but of 
common honesty. 


_ Southern Africa is the name used for the Union of South Africa and the Rhodesias 
in the new Constitution which has been approved and is now coming into operation. 
In January, Owen Watkins (Hon. Joint Administrative Padre) and Geoffrey Martin 
(formerly Assistant London Secretary) sailed for Cape Town. The former, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Watkins, is visiting Toc H in each of the Provinces during this 
year; also, at the request of thc Uniting Methodist Conference, he is acting as 
Fraternal Delegate to the Methodist Church in South Africa. Geoffrey Martin 
is serving for two years as Secretary to the new Southern African Council and 
Executive, whose creation is mainly due to the prior work of Ronald Grant and to 
the present leadership of the Hon. Commissioner, Sir Herbert Stanley. 


For India, the Founder-Padre has given his right-hand man at All Hallows, 
Padre F. W. Baggallay, who sailed in Cétober to take up a three-years’ appoint- 
ment as Padre for India. “This was made possible by some of the Padres at home 
raising money for this purpose to aid thc Toc H India Council by undertaking 
extra Sunday duty. Padre Baggallay took the placc of Padre F. E. Ford, who had 
completed three years” tour of duty and set out in June on a long journey to old 
units for years unvisited and new ones waiting to be born. 


After visiting the units in Burma, " Bobs” Ford went to Malaya and joined forces 
at Singapore with Harry Chappell, who for a year previously had been '' Tubby’s 
A.D.C." at All Hallows. These two ambassadors, largely through the generous 
introductions of Mr. Andrew Agnew, the head of the Anglo-Saxon fleet of oil- 
tankers, then travelled to Australia (Queensland and New South Wales), to New 
Zealand, and after a second visit to Australia (Victoria, lasmania and the Western 
State) northwards to Hong Kong. In both China and Japan they are surveying 
openings for new work, for which calls have come in recent years, before they 
return home this summer. 


From Eastern Canada there came last summer on a three-months’ visit to England, 
Padre Albert Holmes, at that time the full-time Padre for Toronto Branch. The 
direct outcome of his experiences in this country was his request for an experienced 
layman and for his release by the Toronto Branch to work in a proposed “Eastern 
Canada Region.” The Region now consists of such parts of the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec as can be conveniently worked from the key-points where 
Toc H is solidly established—Toronto, Montreal and Ottawa. The Scottish Secre- 
tary has been lent for five months to assist Padre Holmes and to serve the Provi- 
sional Council for the Region during a critical time, while foundations are being 
laid for what will be before long a great stronghold for Toc H. To make this 
help possible the Scottish Executive readily agrced to give up Robert Sawers, their 
one whole-time man, and during his absence Colin Macpherson has undertaken the 
heavy work of Hon. Area Secretary for Scotland. 


New Zealand urgently needs an experienced leader to devote all his time to con- 
solidating and extending the work achieved by the Dominion Executive, If finan- 
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cial provision can be made, it is hoped to arrange for a Staff Padre to be replaced 
at home and to work for two years in the Dominion. 


In the Argentine the local Executive have been visited recently by their Hon. 
Overseas Commissioner at home, G. H. Harrisson, who has returned with an offer 
to make partial provision for the man they badly need. No decision has yet been 


possible. 


In the United States, through the help of a few members and friends there, an 
appointment has becn made. Padre J. de Wolf Hubbard was ordained last year in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of America to the Chaplaincy of Toc H, Washing- 
ton. He spent a busy three months in the summer learning something of the 
inner working of Toc H in this country and returned to take up a tremendous 
task for which he is clearly fitted. 


Val Doultree, the Registrar of New South Wales, Australia, has recently completed 
a three months’ visit to this country, where he studied the methods of Toc H 
in various Arcas. 


The Sources of Supply for Overseas. The principle that the Overseas Fund was 
to be raised “from new sources” was set out in the forefront of the Central 
Council's resolution. It has been the consistent policy of Toc H since 1922, when 
it received its Charter and was given a definite Status, to build up, Step by Step, a 
framework and a full-time Staff, which would enable the movement to grow soundly 
一 with all the local initiative possible in the Arcas and yet in unity as a world-wide 
family. The Central Executive have been determined that the strength of Toc H 
at its ‘home base’ must be kept secure, because on that the strength of its expansion 
round the world must depend. To deplete the staff and the funds at home would 
not, in the long run, put Toc H Overseas on a firm footing. That is why the 
Overseas Fund must be raised "from new sources." During the past financial 
year and since then, in spite of exceptional difficulties, some money has been 
generously contributed and certain ' grants in aid” have been possible to help India, 
Southern Africa and Eastern Canada. The members there and elsewhere are not 
shirking their share in the task of building. Meanwhile, Toc H at home is striving 
to pay its own way. Representatives of the membership all over the home country 
solemnly pledged themselves, in the words of the final paragraph of their resolution 
on May 21: 

“To complete the financial self-reliance in the Areas at home, to the end that 


the surplus resources of Headquarters, at present more than absorbed by the needs of 
those Areas, may be available, in whole or in part, to assist Toc H Overseas.” 


The Overseas Office, while not concerned in the administration of Toc H Over- 
seas, has been more fully occupied than cver before as the rallying-point for members 
and other men returning home on leave or for other reasons. [ts staff of Hon. 
Overseas Commissioners is at the service of these men and of the sadly reduced 
number in need of advice and introductions when going abroad. By correspond- 
ence and personal contacts it is forging a series of links which are increasingly 
valuable both to the membership at home and to units and lone members all over 
the world. 
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The Old House (Talbot House, Popcringhe) was the object of many week-end 
and other pilgrimages from March to October last year and a full programme 
has been arranged for this year. Since the House was re-opened in 1931, Lord 
Wakefield has crowned his gift of the purchase and equipment by giving the sum 
of {10,000 as an endowment to be devoted expressly to its maintenance, year by 
year. An enduring memorial of a wonderful act of generosity is thus assured and 
the birthplace of the movement will be maintained in a condition both worthy of 
its war-time history and fitting for its new work of training, inspiration and refresh- 
ment. Lord Wakefield has also completed his gift of the Lone Tree Crater, “ the 
Pool of Peace" on the Messines Ridge, to the Association Talbot House de 
Poperinghe, by giving that body a sum of money for fencing and upkeep. 


The World Chain of Light. At 9 p.m. on December 11, the seventeenth anniver- 
sary of the opening of Talbot House, Poperinghe, the Lamp of Maintenance was 
lit there by the Founder-Padre and it remained alight with members keeping vigil 
throughout the twenty-four hours, during which hundreds of units in succession 
from East to West round the world, at 9 p.m. by their own time, stood to their 
Lamps and Rushlights for the Ceremony of Light.

Toc H and L.W.H. The question of the future relations between Toc 8 
and its League of Women Helpers was brought bcforc the Central Council of 
Toc H in April, 1932. A difficult issuc, postponed since 1930, had received full 
opportunity of discussion, and three propositions were considercd. Briefly, these 
were that Toc H and L.W.H. should be independent, parallel organisations, that 
the existing relationship should continue with better co-operation, and that Toc H 
and L.W.H. should be a single society under conditions relating to separate units 
and membership of controlling bodies. General approval was given to the second 
proposition: that the present relationships should be maintained, but that greater 
effort should be made to seek the best ways of securing more fruitful co-operation 
between the two societies. As a result, Joint Advisory Committees, consisting of 
three members of each body, have met during the last six months, both centrally 
and in most Arcas. Many instances of better understanding and of more effective 
liaison could be quoted, but it is too early as yet to report any marked progress. 


The Schools Section has this year concentrated on consolidation rather than expan- 
sion. Its uscfulness is now well recognised by the principal schools, and new schools 
continue to join from time to time. Two main processes have been set in motion 
this year, the taking of a more definite responsibility by Arcas and Districts for the 
maintenance of active relations with day schools, and the increasing of the facilities 
for boys while still at school to obtain personal experience of Toc H both on the 
side of fellowship and on that of service. A letter sent out over the signatures of 
fourteen prominent headmasters, drawing the attention of schools to the value of 
this kind of experience as a training for practical citizenship, has been of considerable 
assistance. 

Birthday Festivals in 1932 were arranged by Areas. At the West Midlands Area 
Festival in Birmingham on December 3, H.R.H. the Patron lit the Lamps of Main- 
tenance for 60 new Branches and a Lamp which is to be dedicated to the memory

of the late Field-Marshal Viscount Plumer and placed in York Minster. 'Two Area 
Festivals were held in the summer when Overseas visitors were specially invited. 
A “National ” Birthday Festival will bc held in London in December 1933, and 
in 1936, the twenty-first anniversary, a “ Coming-of-age ” Festival is to be arranged 
when it is hoped that many members from overseas will attend. K 


The Founder-Padre has recently visited Nigeria and the Gold Coast in West 
Africa. During his absence from England the New Year Honours’ List contained 
an announcement that His Majesty the King had appointed him a Companion of 
Honour. This was greeted with great joy by the membership far and wide. 


Staff and Administration at home. British Headquarters was strengthened by 
the addition of an Honorary General Secretary in the person of Colonel Cusack 
Walton, whose carly links with the Old House in 1916/1917 had been preserved 
at Lahore; at the New Year he received the honour of Knighthood in recognition 
of his services as Agent of the North Western Railway in India. John Mallet, East 
Midlands Area Pilot at Nottingham, returned to Headquarters as an Assistant 
General Secretary. Richard S. S. Thomas has recently been appointed Assistant 
Accountant. 

The situation this month of other members of the whole-time staff at home and 
overseas is shown in the Quarterly List printed with this Report. The Area Padres 
who have left the home Staff to return to other duties are: L. G. Appleton (London), 
H. E. Baldwin (Eastern), E. R. W. Higham (Southern), F. G. Reeves (West Mid- 
lands), and R. C. Thompson (London) Padres G. W. Evans (Southern), J. R. 
Palmer (West Midlands) and P. Sands (East Midlands and Lincolnshire) have joined 
the staff. Padres E. R. Charlewood (London) and, we hope, A. E. Howard (North 
Western), will shortly do so. H. Wynne-Jones (South Wales) had to leave us owing 
to ill health. James Burford is taking over the Area Secretaryship of South Wales 
from A. S. Grecnacre, who has held charge temporarily, and who will now be 
available for work in the Western Arca. 

The net result of these and other changes and promotions is that the number 
of padres and "administrative staff" on the pay-roll on April rst is the same as 
last ycar. There are, however, three vacancies in padres” appointments, and onc 
layman's, which it is hoped will shortly be filled. The adequate staffing of Toc H 
at home, with an addition during the year of over 100 units and many increased 
responsibilities, still falls short of the real needs, in spite of the immeasurable 
amount of help given by those who devote all their time in an honorary capacity, 
both at Headquarters and in the Areas. However, the process of decentralisation 
by Areas, and now with increasing understanding by Districts, is tending to relieve 
the Area staffs of work with Branches and Groups and to turn their activities morc 
in the direction of training leaders. "There are now 135 Districts each having their 
own Hon. District Secretary, a Chairman and in most cases an Hon. District Pilot. 


For Scotland it has not been possible to provide more than one whole-time man 
(at present lonned to Eastern Canada), but it is hoped to appoint a Padre. The 
South Wales Area Secretary is to continue to have assistance from the Western Area 
Padre. An Experimental Area is being formed to include North and Mid Wales 
and part of the West Midlands Area; for this a layman only is available. Ireland 
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is served by the staff of the North-Western Area. In the other Areas the policy 
of allocating at least one padre and one layman to work together has been possible. 
In Notungham a special effort is being made locally to provide for a whole-time 
layman. ín the same Area the Branches and Groups in the four Districts of 
Lincolnshire have been formed into a Division. 


Three of the Boys Clubs in County Durham, financed from the Pilgrim Trus 
Grant—namelv, those in Consett. Bishop Auckland and Durham—have reached, 


or will reach in a few months. a criucal stage of their existence. During the first

special circumstances of each locality. In some places Toc H has taken the initiative 
and urged co-operative action with success. In others, man-power has been dis- 
tributed where the need scemed greatest. Branch Headquarters and workshops have 
been opened for occupational centres. Allotment schemes, camps, educational and 
physical training, relicf through work, collection and distribution of clothes and 
many other efforts have been planned and arc continuing. The unemployed them- 
selves have been encouraged to take the lead and through the fricndliness of Toc H 


Guest-nights have been spared the loneliness of fecling a race apart from their more 
fortunate fellow-men. 


These have been special efforts at a time of national anxiety and therefore of 
opportunity. They have served to emphasize the call for increased personal effort 
in the boys’ organisations and all normal forms of voluntary service. Although more 
men are learning their jobs, Toc H has no right to boast of its share in the 
practical work, for its eflorts, as yet, are small in comparison with the nceds. Yet 
small efforts arc not to be despised but rather to be sustained in sure confidence and 


high-hearted endcavour. 


The Acco un ts 


In the Accounts for the year ended October 31st, 1932, the figures of each item 
of Income and Expenditure for 1930-31 have been shown against the corresponding 
items in the Consolidated Account and in each Area Account, to enable easy com- 
parison between the two years to be made. 


The Consolidated Income and Expenditure Account shows a deficit of 
£1,624 9s. 5d., as against a deficit of £1,409 13s 3d. for the preceding year. In view 
of the national difficulties of the past year this deficit is not nearly so great as 
might have been expected. We are very greatly indebted to many members and 
friends who have not only refrained from curtailing their subscriptions and donations 
but in some cases have actually increased them. The deficit might have been 
avoided had drastic reductions in Staff been made. After anxious consideration the 
Finance Committee were convinced that it was better to maintain the Staff practically 
at full strength than to weaken it at a time when greater demands were being made 
on Toc H at home than ever before. They did this even with the knowledge that, 
owing to the additions made in the course of 1930/31, the cost of the staff in 
1931/32, in spite of certain reductions actually made at the beginning of last year, 
was likely to increase. 


The total Income rose by £2,352, a fact which is rather remarkable in days 
when many organisations are finding it difficult to maintain their figures. 
Expenditure, on the other hand, increased by £2,567. The main increases have 
occurred under the heads “ Salaries and Wages,” Travelling Expenses,” “ Postages 
and Telephones,” “Interest on Loans and Bank Overdraft,” “Rents, Rates and 
Insurance," the “Staff Pensions Scheme,” and a loss on the Hostels amounting to 
£330. It is hoped that there will be a sufficient improvement in Income this year 
to enable the Bank Overdraft to be largely reduced, with a consequent saving of 
interest. 


The loss on the Hostels, as compared with a small surplus of /250 in the preceding 
year, is unfortunate, but with so much unemployment it was inevitable that many 
of the Hostels should suffer from a lack of sufficient hostellers to enable them to 
pay their way. Efforts are continually being made to perfect the supervision of the 
Hostels and there is every reason to hope that the figures for thc current year will 
show an improvement. 


One new item of Expenditure appears in thc form of a grant to Talbot House, 
Poperinghe, for upkeep expenses of the “ Old House." This is provided for by 
special income given for the purpose. 


Turning to the Income side of the Consolidated Account, it will be sccn that there 
are increases in Donations and Legacies (this item being shown separately for the 
first time), Membership Subscriptions, Proceeds of Ball and Matinée, Sales of 
Publications, Builders' Subscriptions and Contributions from Branches and Groups. 
In connection with the last two items, the following facts arc given for those who 
wish to study the financial progress made by Branches and Groups in their efforts 
to make Toc H at home self-supporting. 

In 1930-31 the total Contributions of the 554 Branches and Groups subscribing 
to their Areas was £2,977, an average of £5 7s. 6d. During the twelve months 
ended, 31st October, 1932, the total was £3,517, the number of units at the com- 
mencement of the financial year being 663, making an average of /5 6s. xd. per 
Branch and Group. 

The nett amount of Builders’ Subscriptions raiscd by units for their Areas in 
1930-31 was £1,229 (£2 4s. 4d. per unit). For the last financial year the figure was 
£1,474, an average Contribution of /2 4s. 5d. 

Some years ago the standard suggested for the sums to be raised annually was an 
average per unit of £8. The “raisings” of all units at home by direct Contribu- 
tions and local Builders averaged £7 11s. rod. in 1930-31, decreasing to /7 los. 6d. 
in 1931-32. The average Contributions of units in the fourteen Areas varied last 
year from £2 13s. 4d. per unit in one Area to £10 19s. 3d. in another. It is most 
satisfactory. to. note that, despite difficult times, the average Contribution has been 
nearly maintained and the total amount under both heads substantially increased. 
These efforts, if maintained, will help Toc H Overseas by enabling income from 
the Endowment Fund to be used for extension and consolidation overscas. 


A reference to, the Liabilities side of the Balance Sheet will show an increase in 
the Memorial Rooms and General Furnishing Fund, the majority of the donations 
having been received for Gladstone House, Liverpool. Donations are still required 
to cover the cost of furnishing Brotherton House, Lecds. The Hostel Properties’ 
Fund has received new donations amounting to £5,640, mainly for Branch Head- 
quarters, the balance of the Pilgrim Trust Gift for the Sea-faring Boys’ Club, 
Southampton, and for a new Hostel in Birmingham. A considerable amount is still 
required before the new. venture in Birmingham can be proceeded with. 

The Wakefield Fund is a new item and was given by Lord Wakefield to provide 
Toc H with a sufficient additional income to maintain the Old House in Poperinghe. 


The Overseas Fund is also a new item and received £1,450 during the year, of 
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which /143 was expended in connection with Canada. The other activities in 
connection with Toc H Overseas, referred to in the first part of the Report, will 
involve much greater expenditure during the present year. 


On the Assets side of the Balance Sheet the item “‘ Freehold Properties" has been 
increased by 4,212 in respect of Branch Properties (previously referred to under 
Hostel Properties’ Fund); and £7,865 in respect of properties previously acquired. 
Furniture and Fittings show an increase chiefly due to the furnishing of Gladstone 
House and Brotherton House and the new Boys’ Club in Southampton. 

Investments have been increased by the purchase of £10,000 War Stock (Assented) 
and decreased by the redemption of £1,650 India 5% per cent. Stock, 1932. The 
market value of our Investments at the close of the financial year was £93,735, 
some ¿8,000 more than their cost. 

The Income and Expenditure Account has unfortunately found its way to the 
wrong side of the Balance Sheet and shows an accumulated adverse balance of 
£878 17s. 2d. It is hoped that this may be rectified during the current year either 
by the receipt of a special gift or by a better financial year in 1932-33.

4 X are eligible for membership of Toc H. Candidates are required to sign the form of 

application, to be proposed and seconded by members, and to undergo a period of probation. 
The minimum annual subscription is 2s. 6d. 


E uuu of application can be obtained from the Secretary of any Area, District, Branch or 
roup. 


Toc H Builders 


Those who, while not willing or able to serve as Members, understand and wish to support 
Toc H, are invited to enrol themselves as Toc H Builders. 


A form of enrolment as a Toc H Builder will be supplied on application to any Area office 
of Toc H or to the Registrar at Headquarters. The form contains a Banker's Order (see 
specimen on opposite pago). 


A NOTE ON TAX-FREE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

_ Builders and other Subscribers to Toc H are reminded that charities are exempt from Income Tax 
in respect of income applied to charitable purposes, and it is to be hoped that others will follow the 
example of a few who have “ converted ” their subscriptions by deed, thereby increasing their support 
to the cause they desire to help without additional burden to themselves. Anyone covenanting to sub- 
scribe to Toc H for a period of seven years can take advantage of this exemption, i.e., he is enabled to 
deduct Income Tax at the current rate from his subscription and to allow Toc H Incorporated to recover 
the amount deducted. All the Subscriber is required to do is to fill in and sign a Deed of Covenant (see 
specimen on opposite page): copies of this Deed will be supplied on application to the Registrar at 
Headquarters. In completing the Deed the following should be noted:—(a) The date of the first 
payment must be later than the date of the signing of the Deed; (b) The amount of the subscription 
to be filled in is the actual amount of money whicli the subscriber desires to send annually to Toc H 
Incorporated; (c) The signed Deed should be returned to the Registrar for stamping; (d) The Registrar 
will remind Subscribers when their subscriptions become due (unless they care to make use of a 
Banker's Order form) and will send in, in all cases, a Certificate of Deduction of Income Tax to be 
signed and returned. 


In the case of Sur-Tax ihe Subscriber, iu his annual return to the authorities, deducts as a 
“ charge on Income ” the amount stated in the Deed, plus Income Tax at the current rate, e.g., if the 
amount stated on the Deed is £5, Toc H is able, with Income Tax at the present rate of ss. in the £, 
to recover the sum of (1 13s. 4d. from the authorities: therefore the amount shown as a '' charge 
on Income ” should be £6 135.
